New York, April 23.—The announcement 
that the Treasury Department will again be- 
come a seller of gold has overturned all pre- 
yious calculations respecting the course of 
money, securities and trade. The ambiguous 
terms of the Secretary’s notice adds to the | 
confusion. The Tribune warmly opposes the 
Secretary's course, and the Post and Com- | 
mercial this afternoon comments at some 
length upon the speculative character of the 
published notice. 


MONEY

as currency will be received in payment for 
gold sold by the U. 8. Treasary.

Loxpon, April 23.—The Post has an article 
on the Cuban question, and gives currency to 
the assertion that Grant desires the acqulisi- 
tion of Cuba, in order to divert the attention 
of Americans from internal dissension.

Our Minister te Great Britain. 
Mr. Motley, with all his good schoilar- 
ship, is not the man whom our Govern- 
ment should send to England. He may be 
considered a respectable Minister, but cer- 
tainty not avery able one. The English 
papers show, by the manner in which they 
speak of him, that they realize this fact and 
look upon it with complacency and satis- 
faction. He himself, no doubt, realizes it, 
and, we trust, does not look upon it with 
complacency and satisfaction. He has no 
diplomatic experience worth mentioning, 
and he has never directed his attention to 
diplomacy. Asa preparation for the por- 
formance of his duties at the Court of St. 
James, he is now, it is said, studying diplo- 
macy as wellas national law under Mr. 
Evarts, the accomplished Attorney Gen- 
eral during the latter part of the Johnson 
administration, and Mr. E. himself under- 
stands only the theory, if even that, hav- 
ing never served at a foreign court in his 
life. 

Mr. Motley, in a negotiation probably 
the most important and perhaps destined 
to be the most eventful that we have evor 
had with aay country since the commenc>?- 
ment of our national existence, is to be 
our Minister and to receive his instructions 
from time to time upon points of doubt 
and difficulty from President Grani and 
Secretary Fish. By these three functiona- 
ries, by one of them directly and by the 
other two indirectly, our momentous nego- | 
tiations’ in regard to a matter that now 
fixes the attention of the civilized world 
are to be conducted. The whole three are 
wretchedly incapable of coping for a day 
or an hour with the eminent British dipto- 
matists whom they will at every turn have 
to encounter, diplomatists educated in 
diplomacy and universally recognized as 
the toremost in the civilized world, diplo- 
matists thoroughly acquainted with 
the whole multitude of facts upon 
which. they will be called on 
to act and as familiar with al] the laws 
applicable to the case as with the letters of 
the alphabet. Of course the conflict of ne- 
gotiation cannot but be a most unequal 
one, and Mr. Motley, however direct his 
general instructions may be, will find him- 
self continually under the embarrassing ne- 
cessity of asking delay in order that he 
may have an opportunity of from 
the western end of the cable what ia all 
probability will scarcely be worth hearing. 
It is a matter of deep and just regret that 


the Hon. Charles Francis Adams, instead 
of Mr. Motley, is not to be our British 
| Minister, at least until our pending contro- 
versy with Great Britain can be settled. 
Mr. Adams isa great diplomatist and an 
able statesman. He all the qual- 
ities and qualifications that the Min- 
istership at the Court of St. James 
now demands. He has a better 
understanding of the Alabama claims in all 
their bearings than any other man in 
America. He was the first to negotiate in 
regard to them, he carried on the necessary 
negotiations successfully and triumphantly 
throughout a most critical period when we 
were involved in war with the South and 
imminently threatened with a British war, 
and his countrymen saw, with feelings of 
approbation and pride, that he was not 
only immoveably firm but fully equal in 
power apd resources to all the British 
power and resources that could be arrayed 
against him. 

Mr. Motley, we doubt not, is a patriot, 
but he stands upon record as altogether too 
fond and vain of the attentions of the for- 
eign nobility to be an entirely fitting repre- 
sentative of such a sturdy country as ours 
is, or at least was. Repinings, however, 
are unavailing.
